I guess it's what is important to the individual. To me, the value of an 
archive is in the technical information it contains. I would have no 
interest in looking up old postings dealing with - say - cross posted 
equipment ads. While these postings by Jeff and Nick and others are 
great, they are time sensitive and would be of little value a couple of 
weeks after posting. 


On the other hand, I would think that the wrinkle paint thread can be 
edited to take out redundant comments and kept in the archive.
